COMMENTS On Wednesday, May 24, 1978, General Committee approved 


the recommendations of the South-West Mississauga 
Transportation Study and the addendum as amended. 
Included in the approved recommendations was an 
amendment to the draft Official Plan which will reserve 
the Queensway, North Sheridan and associated road- 

way links. The draft plan should be amended to 


reflect this change. 


RECOMMENDATION It is recommended that: 


1. Item 37(c) of the Recommended Changes to the 
draft Official Plan (March, 1978) be deleted. 


2. That Section 4.5.3.1 be amended by adding the 
the following subsection (1) 4s follows: 


(1) In order to retain the option of an 
additional crossing of the Credit River 
between Dundas Street and the Q.E.8., 
the following roadway links will be pro- 
tected as a basic 25 metre (86 foot) 
right-of-way.
